The  new  state  of  Okahoma.  just  admitted 
into  the  sisterhood  of  states,  is  forty-sixth  in 
number.  It  includes  Indian  Territory  and 
Oklahoma.  There  are  two  articles  of  the 
constitution  which  differentiate  it  radically 
from  other  states.  They  are  the  prohibition 
of  intoxicating  liquors  and  the  clause  which 
provides  that  three-fo.unths  of  a jury  gives  a 
verdict.  The  lawyers  will  have  a harder 
time  making  juries  to  subserve  their  purpose 
and  the  criminal  less^rhance  for  escape.  This 
to  our  way  of  thinking  is  quite  an  improve- 
ment in  the  jury  system.  The  prohibition 
law  must  be  in  force  for  20  years,  and  will 
continue  indefinitely  unless  the  people  vote 
it  down  The  state  will  have  four  members 
of  the  house  of  representatives  and  two 
senators,  all  Democratic.  The  constitution 
is  said  to  be  the  longest  of  any  state  in  the 
union,  and  the  convention  which  framed  it 
of  extraordinary  length. 

On  Sunday  the  13th  instant,  two  of  the 
most  prominetn  men  In  our  nation,  one  in 
St.  Louis  and  the  other  in  Camp  in  the 
•wamps  of  Louisiana  et  reapectieljr  exam 
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pies  worthy  of  the  imitation  of  the  young 
manhood  of  our  great  country.  President 
Roosevelt  would  not  persue  his  longed-for 
game  on  the  lord's  day,  but  spent  the  day 
in  camp.  Young  man,  behold!  On  the  same 
day  William  Jennings  Bryan  delivered  his 
masterful  address  on  “The  King  of  Piece  to 
a Y.  M.  C.  A.  gathering  in  St.  Louis. 
After  the  address  Dr  W’illiamson,  pastor 
of  the  Thin!  Baptist  church,  appealed  to  the 
young  men  who  desired  to  he  prayed  for  to 
give  their  hand  Nearly  200  presented  them- 
selves and  Mr.  Bryan  lead  in  a most  earnest 
prayer  to  God  for  their  conversin  and  edi- 
fication. The  nation  can’t  possible  be  in 
any  great  danger  with  such  men  at  the 
halm. 


8ecret  Service.

There  are  at  least  two  kinds  of  secret  ser- 
vice at  work  in  our  land.  One  is  the  de- 
tective secret  service  of  the  government 
and  also  of  certain  corporations,  whose  ob- 
ject is  legitimate,  being  operated  pro  bono 
publico.  This  service  is  necessary  and 
should  be  encouraged  hy  every  citizen  of 
the  commonwealth,  that  all  classes  of  crim- 
inals might  he  brought  to  justice.  All  good 
people  stand  by  this  service.  This  service  is 
an  auxiliary  and  ally  of  the  law.  Of  course, 
all  anarchists  are  lined  up  against  this  or- 
ganization. All  good  people  reckon  this  ser- 
vice on  the  Lord’s  side. 

There  is  another  secret  service  very  active 
just  now.  This  service  is  operated  by  the 
whisky  interest  of  the  country.  Most  that 
this  interest  is  doing  is  on  the  sly.  It  must 
be,  because  it  is  outlawed  by  all  decency  and 
prosperity.

Its  policies  and  methods 
are  all  shady  and  secretive.  There  is  not  a 
more  danegrous  trap  in  waiting  for  un- 
wary youths  of  today  than  that  set  and 
enticingly  baited  by  J.  Grossman’s  Sons, 
523-525  Magazine  street,  New  Orleans,  I>a. 
This  firm  is  only  a sample  of  the  many  now 
seeking  whom  they  can  devour.  They  re- 
mind one  more  of  the  devil  than  any  other 
class  of  human  bipeds.  Their  methods  for 
the  destruction  of  huamn  happiness  and 
prosperity  are  so  essentially  identical  with 
his  that  they  and  he  must  he  of  the  same 
cloth.  lie  goes  about  now  as  a roaring  lion 
seeking  whom  he  can  devour  nnd  seeking 
whom  he  can  court  and  win.  So  do  they. 
One  minute  they  assume  the  brazen  effront- 
ery  of  the  devil  himself,  sending  out  their 
pernicious  advertising  literature  to  atew- 
ards,  elders,  deacons,  Sunday  school  superin- 
tendents, and  even  ministers  of  the  gospel 
and  religious  journals.  The  next  minute 
they  address  a communication  to  a possible 
victim  of  theirs,  insisting  on  concealment  and 
secrecy.  Here  is  a sample:  “W’e  ship  all 
goods  in  plain  boxes,  so  contents  are  un- 
known.” If  this  business  is  in  the  interest 
of  honesty,  prosperity,  piety  and  happiness, 
why  be  so  shy  about  it.  Not  only  do  these 
>nen  assure  tlfc  prospectie  buyers  that 
their  purchase  will  not  be  known,  but  they 
politely  say:  “On  the  other  side  of  this 
order  blank  we  would  be  very  thankful  to 
you,  if  you  would  give  us  the  names  of  some 
of  your  friends,  so  we  could  write  to  them 
in  view  of  getting  their  patronage.”  Not 
content  with  victimizing  one,  they  seek  to 
enlist  him!in  their #F*eret  service  of  debauch- 
ery and  destruction.  The  whisky  interest  is 
the  arch  enemy  of  the  home,  the  school,  all 
prosperity  and  happiness,  the  church  and 
j^od.  It  ia  pitted  against  law  and  order. 
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It  is  essential  anarchy— lawlessness.  One  of 
the  courts  has  ruled  that  it  is  unconstitu- 
tional. May  they  all  soon  do  ao.

Putting  the  Pastor  to  Disadvantage 

Kind  Reader.— Did  you  ever  think  that 
possibly  yon  are  among  the  number  who 
put  your  pastor  to  disadvantage! 

A little  reflection  on  what  it  means  to 
put  him  to  disadvantage  might  be  well.

One  or  more  teachers  of  error  preach  in 
your  section — the  same  in  which  your  pas- 
tor preache*.  They  usually  serve  organisa- 
tions which  arc  grouped,  and  are  suppnrtrvl 
(you  helping!)  ao  that  they  have  no  need 
to  supplement  their  living  on  the  farm,  in  the 
school-room  or  elsewhere.  Your  pastor,  on 
the  other  band,  serves  churches  w idely  sep- 
arated and  is  so  poorly  paid  that  he  is 
forced  into  some  seeular  work.  The  size  of 
his  field  in  miles  Slid  the  fetters  placed  on 
him  by  the  insufficient  salary  make  it  im- 
possible for  him  to  be  mueh  with  the  peo- 
ple, whereas,  there  is  nsught  in  the  way  of 
the  errorista  being  constantly  with  them. 

This  means  much.  Your  pastor  stand*  for 
the  truth  aa  none  of  these  other  preachers 
do,  and  for  truth  which  they  antagonise.  If 
this  isn’t  true,  then  Baptists  have  no  right 
to  exist  aa  a separate  aeCt,  aud  to  do  ao  ia  to 
be  guilty  of  schism. 

So,  to  put  your  pastor  to  disadvantage  is 
to  put  the  truth  to  disadvantage,  which 
means  to  put  the  spirit  to  disadvsntage  in 
his  work,  as  it  is  the  truth  he  uses  in  per- 
forming his  function.  This  is  a serious 
matter;  and  you  are  amenable  to  a serious 
charge  before  God  if  you  are  auxiliary  to 
aiieh  a state  of  things.  It  might  be  well  for 
you  to  think  about  it 

If  you  are  not  doing  the  very  best  you 
can  to  make  it  enay  for  your  pastor  to  do 
full  work,  you  are  guilty  with  others  of  put- 
ting him  to  disadvantage. 

1.  If  your  ehureh  ia  able  to  have  him  for 
more  time,  even  full  time,  and  yon  are  not 
doing  your  very  best  to  accomplish  it,  you 
are  guilty. 

2.  If  your  ehureh  ran  only  have  him  for 
part  time  and  yon  make  jin  effort  to  have 
some  ehureh  or  churches  nesrby  to  take 
the  residue  of  his  time,  thus  securing  con- 
secrated work  for  him,  you  are  guilty. 

3.  If  his  field  is  not  supporting  him  and 
you  are  not  doing  yonr  very  best  to  secure 
ample  support  for  him,  you  are  guilty.  «• 

4.  If  you  are  not  praying  for  him.  if  you 
are  not  constant  in  attendance  upon  hi* 
ministry,  if  yon  are  not  willing  to  consider 
his  suggestions,  if  you  comment  unfavorably 
-on  him  before  the  world  and  the  young,  if 
you  are  not  doing  all  yon  can  to  help  on 
the  work,  you  are  guilty  of  putting  your 
pastor  to  disadvantage
